CASE OF SUSSEX 
CARDINAL FEATURE. 


While all the recent cases under 
investigation will play important 
parts in the final consideration of the 
situation, the case of the Sussex un- 
doubtedly will form the cardinal fea- 
ture.

At first 
this was taken by officials to mean that 
the ship was trying to escape when 
she, was sunk. Later, however, it was 
made clear that the vessel was shelled 
while trying to escape, but that when 
torpedoed she had come to a stop.

the llaw when she shells or torpedoes 
a merchant Ship trying to escape. 
soon as the merchantman capitulates, 
however, she is entitled to immunity 
from further attack. 

The dispatches to the state depart- 
ment do not make it clear whether all 
the members of the Englishman's crew 
were. removed before the vessel was 
torpedoed, and additional information 
‘on that point is being sought.

SUSSEX TORPEDOED, 


SAYS PROF, BALDWIN. 


Paris, March 29.— Professor J. Mark 
Baldwin, one of the Americans who 
was on the Sussex, is quoted in a Bou- 
logne dispatch to The Excelsior as say- 
ing that the manner in which the ex- 
plosien occurred leaves no doubt in 
his mind that the steamship was tor- 
pedoed. The following statement is 
attributed to him: 

“I was on the upper deck of the Sus- 
sex when the explosion occurred. Sud 
denly the steamer quivered from the 
shock, of somebody striking it. The 
shock was followed after a certain 
lapse of time—about . seconds—by 
a formidable explosion. t was a tor- 
pedo that struck the ship, for a mine’ 
would have exploded immediately on 
striking.”’ 


London, March 29.—According to re- 
ports in circulation here, twelve hours 
after the Sussex was struck, a British 
destroyer engaged in picking up sur- 


vivors from a lifeboat, was attacked | 


by a German submarine, which fired 
doe torpedoes. Both missed their mark. 

he lifeboat had drifted after leaving 
the Sussex, but is said not to have been 
very far from the scene of the dis- 


aster. 

The admiralty has a large number 
of pieces of metal found aboard the 
Sussex which government experts are 
examining. hey presumably will 
make a report to the admiralty on them.

ARMY INCREASE BILL 
CONSIDERED BY SENATE 


Washington, March 29.—Considera- 
tion of the army increase bill, the first 
of the big national defense measures, 
began in the senate today with repub- 
licans joining the democrats in ex- 
pressing the hope that it might be dis- 
posed of as quickly as possible. 

Senator Chamberlain, chairman of the 
military committee, introduced the 
measure, which is a substitute for the 
Hay bill passed by the house, and made 
a lengthy address, re its pro- 
visions. When the bill had been read 
it was laid aside to. permit senators 
to familiarize themselves with it. To- 
morrow it will be called up for reading 
by sections to be kept constantly be- 
fore the senate until passed. Senator 
Chamberlain announced he would ask 
for night session unless reasonable 
progress was made without them. 

So far there has been no evidence of 
any serious opposition to the bill as a 
whole, though changes in certain fea- 
tures will be advocated. Senator Bo 
gave notice that he would fight the n 
tional guard provisions. He does not 
believe the national guard should be 
used as a basis for a reserve force and 
favors instead the provision for crea- 
tion and the training of a volunteer 
force under supervision of federal army 
officers. 

The chief aim of the senate substi- 
tute is to increase the peace strength 
of the regular standing army to 175, 
Omen. It also provides for a federal 
volunteer force of 261,000 men and the 
national guard of 280,000 which would 
be placed under federal control and 
participate in federal appropriations. 

Criticism of the aviation equipment 
of the army was freely made during 
today’s discussion and the recent ex- 
periences of the aviators in Mexico 
were cited as illustrations of the inef- 
ficiency of the equipment. Senator 
Chamberlain declared that congress 
was largely responsible for this condi- 
tion because of the parsimonious policy 
in the face of insistence by department 
heads for large appropriations. 


EXPERT EVIDENCE GIVEN 
ABOUT WINE OF CARDUI 


Chicago, March 29.— Expert testimony 
as to the percentage of alcohol and the 
medicinal value of Wine of Cardui’” 
was continued at today’s session of 
the $300,000 libel suit of John A. Pat- 
ten and Z. C. Patten, Jr., of Chattanooga, 
manufacturers of the product, against 
the American Medical association.

Dr. William T. McAfee, assistant 
chemist of the Indiana state board of 
health, told his experience as an an- 
alyst of intoxicating. liquors and com- 
pared them to the products of the Pat- 
tens, 

Plaintiffs’ attorneys objected to these 
comparisons, saying it was never claim- 
ed that the part of the articles pub- 
lished by the medical association which 
referred to the alcohol used was libel- 
ous. They contended that because of 
its value as a solvent and a preserva- 
tive alcohol was a necessary ingredi- 
ent of the medicine. 

Ral W. Webster, a chemist and in- 
structor in a Chicago Medical college, 
testified that there was not sufficient 
cardus beneductus or viburnium .tri- 
folium in “Wine of Cardui’” to be of 


medical value.

Other suggestions have insisted that re- 
form in court procedure to the point of 
bringing about prompt trial and speedy 
punishment for unquestio. ed crime are 
imperative.

But if an effective rural credits plan is to 
be devised, it must come upon a more liberal 
basis to reach the non-landownér who wishes 
to acquire his farm home. The South Caro 
lina plan is one way in which this problem 
might be worked out. There are others. 
Southern land values have uniformly held 


everything else. Where the purchaser 
makes the first payment the risk involved is 
small. Should he step out or abscond, the 
payments so far as made would lapse and 
the land is there to be apportioned to the 
next comer on the same terms. 

A rural credits problem upon some such 
basis as this is well worth the consideration 
of the states. While congress may adopt a 
rural credits bill, it is practically certain now 
it will not open the way for a landless man 
to become a landowner. The real important 
problem to the state is to encourage the 
acquirement of land and increase the num- 
ber of farmers who own their own acreage. 

It is as much a question of building the 
state as it is of lending somebody money to 
help him along. It will be well for law 
makers to think about it in that light. 


ADOPTING GEORGIA LAW. 


Evidence of the splendid qualities of the 
new Georgia tax equalization law continues 
to accumulate, particularly in the attention 
which it has attracted in other states, some 
of which are making it a fundamental basis 
of similar laws of their own. 

Although the Georgia act has been on 
the statute books and in operation but little 
more than two years, it is the foundation of 
the present Alabama law recently enacted. 
Alabama officials, particularly members of 
the state board of equalization, are naturally 
therefore deeply interested in the opera- 
tions of the Georgia law, and State Tax 
Commissioner John C. Hart has just re- 
ceived a letter from Chairman Thomas W. 
Sims, of the Alabama board, in which he 
states Commissioner Hart’s second annual 
report will prove of material assistance in 


more behind that in this state. . 

In concluding an extensive summary of 
Judge Hart’s report, the Montgomery corre 
spondent of The Birmingham Age-Herald 


said: 


What Judge Hart and his local boards 
of assessors have accomplished in Geor- 
gia through the operation of the equali- 
zation act, is the aim of the Alabama 
Board of Equalization and the several 
county boards. The Alabama law is so 
nearly similar to the Georgia statute 
that it was considered worth while to 
write a digest of Judge Hart's report. 


What Alabama has done following Geor- 
gia, other states are now doing. The im- 
portance of replacing loose and inefficient 
systems of taxation with laws that are di- 
rect, general and systematic in their opera- 
tion, has never been better demonstrated 
than in the wonderful results obtained un- 
der the new Georgia law. 

The Constitution foresaw and felt the 
necessity for this law, not with a view to 
placing a greater tax burden upon any in- 
dividual or set of property-owners, but that 
all should be made to pay alike and uni- 
formly upon property of the same class and 
value. 

Now that Georgia has this law after a 
struggle of years to get it, the whole state is 
more than ever impressed with its impor- 
tance and value, for while it protects the 
state’s revenue, it gives assurance of fair- 
ness and uniform treatment in the taxation 
of each individual who contributes to state 
support. 

The Georgia law is not yet perfect. Not- 
withstanding this, when it put $85,000,000

South Carolina’s Plan to 
Bring Together “Landless 
Man” and “Manless Land“ 


Editor Constitution: While the attention 
of congress has been diverted from the ques- 
tion of rural credits to “preparedness,” Mex- 
ico, etc., a few individuals have been consid- 
ering the practicability of a system of rural 
credits operated by the different states. 


At the last session of the legislature of. 


South Carolina four bills, differing slightly 
in the manner of operation, but in the main 
providing a system whereby farmers could 
borrow money at low rates of interest and 
on long terms of payment, were introduced 
and excited as much interest as any measures 
coming before the legislature at that ses- 
sion. The matter was placed in the hands of 
a commission for investigation, with instruc- 
tions to formulate a rural credits system for 
South Carolina and report at the next session 
of the legislature. 

Three of the bills restricted advances to 
60 to 65 per cent of the value of the security 
pledged, and, of course, they limited their 
availibility to that class of farmers who al- 
ready own land. 

The fourth bill had in its many provisions 
a means, as was stated by its author, of 
bringing the “landless man to the manless 
land.” It would create a land commission, 
composed of the governor, comptroller gen- 
eral, commissioner of agriculture, insurance 
commissioner and land commissioner, who 
would pass upon all applications for loans. 
The idea of having the commission composed 
of these state officers was to prevent the 
land getting into the hands of negro farmers. 

The system incorporated in this bill is 
the holding of the title of the land by the 
state and a sale on bond for title co-ordinat- 
ing with the ordinary endowment policy of 
life insurance based on the American tables 
of mortality, with annual payments over a 
period of thirty years, the payments to be 
made each year in advance. It incorporated 
all the safeguards and machinery for appli- 
cation, appraisement, etc., used by the asso- 
ciation of life insurdnce presidents in the al- 
lowance of loans on real estate, both city 
and country; in fact, the state insurance com- 
missioner approved of the principle in ite en- 
tirety. ‘ 

A simple instance of its operation: As- 
suming that a farmer twenty-five years of 
age wanted to buy from the state fifty acres 
of land of the value of 620 per acre— 31,000. 
His application would be made (on a pre- 
ecribed form) under oath and supported by 
the independent appraisement of at least two 
freeholders. The land commission would then 
have it appraised by their agent. The whole 
then being passed upon by the land commis- 
sion, and if approved a land warrant would 
be issued to the applicant incorporating the 
features of a bond for title and an endowment 
policy for life insurance maturing in thirty 
years, conditioned upon the payment in ad- 
vance of an annual installment of first, inter- 
est at 5 per cent, $50; second, insurance pre- 
mium, $31.80, and, third, reserve of 1 per 
cent, $10, a total of $91.80, or 9.18 per cent on 
the cost of the land. The applicant would 


“have to oecupy the land as a homestead. 


In the event of total disability or death, 
the insurance policy would immediately 
liquidate the entire indebtedness and leave 
his family an unencumbered inheritance in 
the land. Thus for the annual payment of 
$91.80 any man desiring a farm of the value 
of $1,000 could procure it.

Furthermore, the production of crude 
petroleum was twenty per cent great- 
er last year than the year before, and 
the stocks on hand January 1 last were 
the largest in the history of the oil 
ndustry. Yet despite all these fac- 
tors, prices are constantly advancing. 
The bill I have introduced is the only 
constitutional and effective course to 
pursue,” he continued, “to secure quick, 
positive and remedial legislation.“ 


Howard Discusses His Bill. 


In a statement accompanying his bill 
for an embargo on gasoline, Congress- 
man Howard said: “Crude petroleum is 
one of the great natural products of 
our nation; one of it by-products— 
gasoline—is universally used, and Si- 
ence has not yet discovered an econom- 
ical substitute for it. A restriction 
of its use by the exaction of exorbitant 
prices will affect hundreds of thou- 
sands of our people in every walk of 
life. The gas engine is a great dynamic 
force in our agricultural, industrial, 
commercial and social activities. 

“No one in congress, in either branch, 
desires to interfere with or impede the 
great prosperity with which this na- 
as that prosa- 
perity is derived from legitimate prof- 
its, but the continual rise in the price 
of gasoline, arbitrarily fixed by the 
refineries, has not only reached the 
limit of endurance, but it is becoming 
a national scandal. 

“The legislation I have asked for to 
meet this situation has been enacted 
fourteen times by congress and ap- 
proved by four of the great presidents 
of the United States.

The accident, which occurred before 
daylight, was one of the most disas- 
trous in the history of the New York 
Central road. The two sections of the 
Chicago-Pittsburg limited, No. 36, are 


at a rapid rate when the second sec- 
tion crashed into the first, strewing the 
wreckage over a wide area. 

Twentieth Century Hits Debris. 

The Twentieth Century Limited, pro- 
ceeding in an opposite direction on @ 
parallel track, plowed into the debris. 
The heavy coaches and engines of No. 
86 were toppled over and the tangled 
steel and wood-work was piled thirty 
feet in the air. Two cars of the Chi- 
cago-Pittsburg train were complete- 
ly demolished and fourteen were over- 
turned. 

All of the casualties were on No. 86. 
The Twentieth Century, notwithstand- 
ing its heavy impact with the wreck- 
age, emerged almost unscathed and pro- 
ceeded on its journey, its passengers 
suffering only a severe shaking Up. 

A heavy fog from Lake Erie had set- 
tled down over northern Ohio and the 
night was of almost inky darkness. 
Many of the injured, pinioned in the 
wreckage, called piteously for help. Un- 
injured passengers, half clad, emerged 
from the sleepers and joined with the 
trainmen and others in rescue work. 
Some of the wreckage 8 fire and 
brought the first rays of light on the 
scene. Firemen from Amherst finally 
quenched the flames, which were in the 
coach where most of the fatalities oc- 
curred. 

Victims Badly Mangled. 


Hospital trains were run from Cleve- 
land, Elyria and Loraine and hundreds 
of villagers and farmers from Amherst 
and vicinity helped in the work of res- 
cue. The ittle morgue at Amherst was 
quickly filled, but other buildings were 
made available for the dead, most of 
them mangled beyond recognition and 
some of them so far that identification 
may never be established. 

Private homes also were thrown open 
and many were utilized pending remov- 
al of the injured to Elyria and Loraine 
hospitals. These institutions tonight 
were filled with injured and it was 
generally believed the death list would 
be increased. 

The cause of the wreck was in doubt 
tonight. e of the theories was that a 
block si@fial, set suddenly and without 
warning, stopped the first section of 
No. 86, with the second section follow- 
ing closely in the next block. W. L. 
Schaff, district superintendent of the 
New York Central, said that the block 
system had been tested this morning 
and found working perfectly. “The ex- 
planation,” he said, lies between the 
engineers and the block signal sys- 
tem.”

AFFLICTING COUNTRY 


George W. Simmons Tells Real 
Estate Men—Urges Business 
Men to Go Into Politics. 


New Orleans, March 29.—A feature 
of the session of the convention of 
the National Association of Real Es- 
tate exchanges, here late today, was 
the contest among the delegates for 
the silver trophy cup donated by the 
Chicago Real Estate board for the best 
five-minute talk on individual cities. 
This contest is one of the interesting 
annual events of the real estate men's 
conventions and speakers from about 
twenty different eities participated. 
The judges’ decision and award will be 
announced before adjournment Friday. 

A dinner conference on “sub-divi- 
sions” led by Henry P. Haas, Pittsburg; 
Charles C. George, Omaha, and Guy M. 
Rush, Los Angeles, and an entertain- 
ment styled “A Night in Dixie,” given 
for the delegates tonight, concluded 
the convention program for the day. 

Simmons Scores Certain Laws. 

Among the features of the late afit- 

ernoon session was an address on

mons, of St. Louis. He deprecated in- 
discriminate attacks upon corporations, 
criticized the policy of the interstate 
commerce commission, and certain leg- 
islation affecting business, including 
the federal trade commission law, the 
Sherman anti-trust law and the sea- 
man’s act, and appealed to business 
men of the nation to take an active 
part in the political affairs of their 
communities and states. 

Mr. Simmons referred to the anti- 
corporation attacks of several years 
ago, which he said so influenced pub- 
lic opinion that the people seemed to 
forget “big business” had any rights 
which ought to be respected. “How- 
ever,” he said, “all thinking men to- 


day admit much benefit accrued to the 
country from the reform movement 
which turned us aside from our un- 
democratic tendency and helped estab- 
lish a new and more thoroughly Amer- 
ican code of business ethics. But the 
question now arises: ‘Have we over- 
done it?“ Today we are enacting thou- 
sands of new laws annually which is 
perhaps the natural result of sending 
to our law factories such a large per- 
centage of lawyers to manage the 
country’s affairs. It is only natural 
they should make laws like the Sner- 
man law, which converts the progress 
of business into a crime; which is 
strictly a lawyers’ law—concelved, 
framed and enacted by lawyers so tha: 
a plain business man can not tell how 
to conduct his business without pay- 
ing a big fee to a lawyer to tell him 
and then likely he is wrong. 


Progressing Backwards. 


“The seaman’s act is a striking il- 
lustration of theoretical, impractical 
legislation. The federal trade com- 
mission law is another ezample of the 
kind of legislation which indicates that 
we may be progressing backwards. This 
act tells us we must avoid ‘unfair com- 
petition,’ yet gives no hint or rule as 
to what unfair competition is, leaving 
that to the determination of the indi- 
viduals who compose the com sion.” 

Mr. Simmons disclaimed any ten- 
tion to reflect upon the individua em- 
bers of tne present trade comm n, 
but, on the contrary, praised their work 
as an assistance to the business of 
the country. Continuing, he said: 

“The country is suffering today from 
the policy of the interstate commerce 
commission, which has denied to the 
railroads the privilege of earning a fair 
compensation for. service performed 
under existing conditions. As the gov- 
ernment has chosen to have its rail- 
roads privately owned, it is its duty 
to take under its protection, as well 
as control, all railroads doing interstate 
business and administer that protec- 
tion, first, by removing them frdm the 
48 state masters that they now serve, 
and, second, by seeing they receive a 
fair price for transportation.” 

He declared the government has not 
always shown a good example of the 
business integrity and fair dealing 
which it requires of private business, 
and he urged that business men take 
an active part in law making.

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Club Attacks Under U. S. 
Anti-Trust Laws — Exist- 
ence of O. B. Is Involved. 


Philadelphia, March 29.—Organized 
aseball is facing another attack 
inst its existence in a suit for $900,- 
000 damages filed in the United States 
district court here today under the na- 
tional anti-trust laws by the Federal 
League Baseball club of Baltimore. The 
defendants are the National and Ameri- 
can leagues and the sixteen clubs mak- 
ing up their membership, the three 
members of the National Baseball com- 
mission, James A. Gilmore, Charles E. 
Weeghman and Harry Sinclair, form- 
erly of the Federal league. 

If the Federal league club of Balti- 
more wins its suit organized baseball 
will be liable to attack by the nation- 
al government, it is said. The differ- 
ence between the suit filed today and 
the one begun by the Federal league 
against organized baseball in Chicago 
in January, 1915, is that the present 
action is one for damages only, while 
the former was for an injunction to 
restrain organized baseball from con- 
tinuing certain acts alleged to be in 
violation of the Sherman law. 


Government May Act. 

To win the present actjon the Balti- 
more club must show that organized 
baseball is in violation of the Sherman 
law and the Clayton anti-trust act. If 
it proves this and recovers damages 
lawyers said tonight the government 
may have to take cognizance of the 
court’s decree. 

The Baltimore club alleges that it 
was not considered in the negotiations 
last winter which resulted in the so- 
called peace agreement between organ- 
ized baseball and federal league own- 
ers and that in consquence it suffered 
a loss of $300,000 and asks for triple 
ages under the federal anti-trust 
aws. 

The bill of complaint gives a history 
of the present organization of the game 
and its operation, mentioning the na- 
tional agreement, the national commis- 
sion, the baseball player’s fraternity, 
and the various leagues that enter into 
organized Dasebail. It recites the or- 
ganization of the Federal league, 
charges that organized baseball entered 
into a conspiracy to wreck it and goes 
into details of the negotiations where- 
by the Federal league was eliminated 
from baseball competition. 

The Baltimore club charges that the 
National and American leagues are op- 
erating in a combination or conspiracy 
to restrain trade and have conspired to 
monopolize or to attempt to monopo- 
lize a part of the commerce of the 
states in violation of the federal anti- 
trust laws. 

Conspiracy Alleged. 

The bill states that the alleged 
conspiracy to wreck thé Federal league 
organized baseball “gave or secured“ to 
the Brooklyn Federal league club $400,- 
000 to induce that club to cease compet- 
ing with the defendants and that by 
cash contributions of not less than 350, 
000 and “flattery and persuasion,” in- 
duced Charles E. Weeghman and his 
associates to desert the Federal league. 
The complaint also states: 

“This plaintiff is informed and be- 
lieves and alleges that all of the re- 
mainin constituent members of the 
Federal league, not including the plain- 
tiff, authorized a committee, consist- 
ing, according to the information of the 
plaintiff, to the defendants, James A. 
Gilmore, Harry Sinclair and Charles E. 
Weeghman, to settle their position and 
to protect their rights as best they 
might, induced thereto, the plaintiff be- 
lieves and orgs, on account of the 
realization of the hopelessness of re- 
airing the damage already done to the 
Federal league as a whole by the de- 
fection from its ranks of its most im- 
ortant members, and said committee 

gs now signed an agreement on be- 
half of all of the assenting members 
of the Federal league agreeing to elim- 
inate further competition with the de- 
fendants.”’ 

Statement by Tener. 


New York, March 29.—President 
Tener, of the National league, when in- 
formed of the suit filed in Philadel- 

hia today by the Baltimore Federal 
eague. baseball club, said: 

“Organized baseball conducted its ne- 
gotiations looking to an adjustment of 
baseball conditions with the Federal 
league as an organization. It was our 
understanding that the Federal league 
was acting for all its component clubs. 
In effecting an adjustment of baseball 
conditions we are satisfied we did noth- 
ing inconsistent with the Sherman anti- 
trust act or Clayton act.
